Cronberg, Aug. 12.— People flocked 
lato Cronberg to Me the august per- 
eooftgee whO' would attend tM requi- 

em servicp Sunday over tho remains 
ol Dowager Empresa Frederick. The 
offleera of the regiments of which the 

deceayod was honorary colonel stood 
guard over the coffin. Carriagea from 
Hombnrg, Frankfort and other points 
brought those Invited to the solemn 
ceremony. Considerable bodies of 
troops, both infantry and cavalry, also 
arrived. At 2:30 p. m. the Eightieth 
regiment formed up along the streets 
and the band of the Bockenhelm hus- 
sars took Its stand over the church. 
Every window, balcony and housetop 
was llllcd witli people awaiting the ar 
rival of the imperial personages. 
Baron Von Reiscbal, court marshal of 
the dowager empress, superintended 
the arrangements. Sir Frank Lascel- 
les, the British ambassador, was 
among the ilrst to arrive. He took a 
seat facing the coffin, which was cov- 
ered with wreaths. On either side of 
the coffin were four officers holding 
the standards of Prussia and of the 
deceased. Between them and the cof- 
fln were other ofHclais liearing drawa 
swords. Gradually the church filled 
with officers in splendid uniform and 
women wearing deep mourning. Th« 
congregation included the Duke of 
Connaught, the Duke of Cambridge 
and several members of the British 
royal household, the Count Von Bue- 
low, Count Von Waldersee, Dr. Spiel- 
hagen and General Von Lindequist. 

At 4 o'clock the roll of muffled 
drums announced the arrival of Em 
peror William and King Edward, who 
had driven together from Homburg. 
The emperor, wearing the black uni- 
form of the empress' own Posen Hus* 
Sars, led Quetn Alexandra into the 
church, while King Edward, in blue 
uniform of the King Edward Prussian 
dragoons, conducted Empress Augus- 
ta Victoria. Princess Victoria, with 
Crown Prince Frederick William and 
a number of his suite, followed. Their 
majesties occupied a pew to the left 
of the chancel, the one in which the 
deceased used to sit, while grouped 
around the chancel stood the other 
imperial and royal personages men- 
tioned, together with Prince Adelbert 
of Prussia, Prince and Princess 
Bchaumburg-Lippe, the hereditary 
Prince of Saxe-Meiningen, Prince and 
Princess Charles of Hesse, the Orand 
Duke of Baden, the Crown F'rince and 
Princess of (Jreece, with their chil- 
dren and the Prince of iieusS, togeth- 
er with the suites of all. 

As the organist played the funeral 
march Dr Dryander advanced to the 
head of the coffin. The four eldest 
sons of Emperor William stepped for- 
ward with drawn swords and stood 
close to the eoSn. The choir from 
Berlin cathedral sang "1 Know That 
My Redeemer Llveth," and Dr. Dry- 
'ander read a specially written [irayer 
and delivered an oration extolling the 
Tirtues of the departed empress, 
dwelling on her trials and sorrows. 

The choir sang the anthem, "The 
Spirit Sayeth They May Rest From 
Their Labors," followed by the hymn, 
"Wenn Ich Enimel Soli S< liieden," 
and "Be Thou Faithful Unto Death." 
As the last strains died awajr King 
Bdward and Queen Alexandra ad- 
vanced and laid a wreath upon the 
coffin. The king remained standing 
a few moments alone beside the coffin 
and then turned and left the church, 
which was slowly evacuated. 

The service owed much of its Im- 
presslveness to the historical associa- 
tions recalled by the mediaeval edi- 
fice In which It was held. At its con- 
clusion BmpresB AugusU Victoria and 
Queen Alexandra drove In a victoria 
to Homburg, the emperor and king 
following In a second carriage. The 
streets were congested wuu sight- 
seers long after the Imperial and 
royal person*g ss depart ed. ^, 

IdwaNfa Arrival at HMnburg. 
Homburg. Aug. 12. — The city of 
Homburg was astir early to wltaess 

the arrival of King Bdward. Emperor 
William in the uniform of a field mar- 
shal, accompanied by the empress and 
their sons, together with their suites, 
was followed l>r Cdont Von WaMer- 
see, Count Von Buelow and , others, 
who drove to the railway station 
about 9 o'clock. The emperor review- 
ed the guard of honor. At 9:16 the 
rojal train arrived. King Edward, in 
the blue uniform of the Prussian dra- 
goons, alighted ^rith Queen Alexandra, 
Priqpess Victpria and PrtMe Nicholas 



nf Greece. Emperor William affcf- 
tionately clasped the band of the Brit- 
ish monarch and gave him a cordial 
welcome. He then kissed the hands 
of Queen Alexandra und Princess Vic- 
toria. Th( ir majesties conversed a 
few minutes and their respective 
suites were introduced, King Edward 
warmly shaking the hand of Count 
Von Walder s ee . The guard of honor 
tJien marched past, after which the 
imperial and royal party was escorted 
to a hot«'l, where the emperor and em- 
press remained a quarter of an hour, 
and then drove to Homburg castle. 
The streets were not lined with troops 
and the carriages were not escorted 
by cavalry. Kins; Edward and Queen 
Alexandra returned the visit of the 
emperor, and empress at the castle.

If tbe departp 
ment will not give the service a fair 
trial in the State liow can any great 
demand be expected? It is true the 
fourth-elaaa poatmaiter is oppoaad to 
having his oflice ahnlighcil. and it ia 
only natural. 1 think the department 
arra in diacoBtinaing thaaa poatoflScaa.
